During the Bossion of the Legislollve 
OofinoU we drew attention in Boveral 
artioloB to the BstimateB for the car- 
rent year as they were presented by 
the Govornmont. We took oooasion 
at the limo to point out the great re- 
duotioDS which might be made in tho 
general oxpendituro by the amalgam- 
ation of cortftin offices, and which, il 
made, would have saved the public at 
least 5100,000. There are always two 
things to bo olosoly obsorved by a 
Btrangor who wishes to atlain a corx 
reel knowlodgu of a country in which 
bo may reside, vi;i., tho adminislralion 
of its laws and tho manngomont of its 
finances. Both have a direct and ox- 
tensive bearing upoi) the iiUercsta and 
welfare of tho people, and at onco de- 
termine the character of tho Execu- 
tive. Neither must bo dealt with in 
a flippant or trifling style, or rev owed 
with a snperfiolal or imperfect know- 

an error may be made, and a thonsaud 
ways foond in wbiob it may be avoid-* 
ed or qaaiified, and no particular mis^ 
hap ensue. Not bo in these graver 
matters, in wbiob the fall measnro ot 
responeibility rests upon those who 
have the guidance of publio opinion. 
No mistakes must be made in this 
connexion ; and, if needs be, no paltry 
spirit of tinaidity shown in dealing 

with tho necossitios of tho people and 
the prosperity of tho oouniry. Wo 
had never intended to shirk this re- 
sponsibility; wo have merely hesitated 
until wo wore fully prepared by a close 
investigation of 4,lie subject to do it 
justice, Tho dntios devolving upon us 
are manifold and serious, requiring 
all tho diligence and attention 
it is poBsibo for a man to exorciso, but 
we give both willingly in tho sincoro 
hope of being uaoful, and only ask tho 
forboaranoe we have a right to claim, 
until we grasp the responsibilities of 
our position, and attain tho knowledge 
neoetsary to disoharge ihom with ad- 
vantage. It would have boon pro- 
sumptloas, certainly immodest, in us 
to enter iuto the diBouBsiou of subjects 
ioTolviog, we migbb almost Bay, the 
life of the colony at present, and its 
prosperity hereafter, without qualify- 
ing onrgelves to do 80 iotelMgenily 
and with effect. There is nothing in 
the whole range of editorial dntios re> 
quiring so much positive study and so 
much oircumHpeclion in tho applica- 
tion of tho knowledge that study 
gives, in dealing with tho financial 
oondilioa of a country. The person 
■who feels tho responsibility of his 
duties to tho publio is tho more likely 
to disoharge them faithfully in tho 
end. With this view wo bavo boon
